A doctor can
not give his attention to the patients
in a marine hospital and inspect
te'mboats and railroad trains at the

same time. He most neglect one or the
other.

law of Governor Murray, Mr. Tucker visited
ihe asylum, which is under tbechargeof Dr.
Seymour, B. loung, a nephew of Brigham
Young, and three Mormon commissioners.
Mr. lucker says he lound twenty-on- e

nine females and thirteen males in
the most filthy condition imaginable, some
in iron cages outside the main building,
others in irons bound band and loot.
Of these patients two are perfectly
sane, and he bas no idea why they are
confined. One of these is a sane man by the
name of Sherman, wbo has been confined for
ten years, xle was robbed ot bis wile by a
Mormon polygamist, and haa been, confined
in (bis place ever since. " He appears to be a
gentleman wbo has seen better days, and is
from the East. This man is in one of the
cages in the yard, which be haa fixed up in
a pretty manner with crude tools of his own
make. A daughter of Jobn Taylor was
formerly confined in Ibe asylum, but she bas
been removed lo a private house in tbe city.
Her insanity was caused by her father's en-
deavors to force her into polygamy. The
inmates oi the institution are punched wilh
club and strap tbe club for men snd tbe
strap for women. Mr. Tucker ended by
saying: "I have during the last four months
visited four asylums in New South Wales,
three in Victoria, two in Adelaide, two in
Tasmsnia, three in New Zealand, one io
Honolulu, three in California, one in Nevada,
and one in TJtab, and in no instance bave I
seen sights so horrible as those of

Our Continent.

Probably no character in our history is
so hard to analyze as tbat of Martin Van
Boren. The secret of his power seems to
have died with bim. He was not renowned
as an orator, and yet must have possessed
great powers as an advocate. He ia not
usually credited with baying devised any
great public measures, yet, during tbe mot
important epoch of bis party's history, every
measure to which it owed success not only
required his approval, but sbowed his shap-
ing or modifying tooch. He was not eminent
io debate, but was alwaya a leader of bis
party in legislation. He is said to have been
personally calm, self-pois- and nneonfiding.
He heard every one's opinion, bo', took no
ones advice, ae was accounted shrewd
snd canning, but was never accused of per
sonal treacbery. He waa cautions to the
verge of timidity, and, st tbe same time.
confident to tbe verge of rashness. Ha never
exulted over victory nor whimpered at
defeat He had few personal friends, bnt an
amazing popular following. Ia theory he was
the broadest of democraia; in practice the
most exclusive of aristocrats. None of bis
associates seem to have regard ed him with
affection, and few of his opponents looked

upon him with animosity. Perhaps no po-
litical life in our history shows so few mis-
takes. ID no single instance did be fail to
make the best of the occasion, viewing it
irom bis own standpoint; unless it were tbe
last and greatest of his life tbe opportunity
to lead the movement that eventually trans-
formed the nation. He seems to have bad
all men's regard, but to bave given none bis
trust. By his opponents he was called cun-
ning; by his followers sagacious. More
justly than almost any other politician he
may be said to have achieved bis own suc-
cesses. Living, he was the envy of all who
would succeed; dead, he has been the model
of unnumbered failures. Few statesmen
would covet bis fame; fewer still do not envy
bis success. He ia tbe Sphinx of oor history

tbe bidden hand in many great events a
man in whom tbe elements were so deftly
mixed lhat no friend knew his heart and no
enemy ever came within his guard.
